Dempsy "Waggy, -a farmer residing in. 


Madison county, probably has the most 
interesting field of corn in Indiana. 
Two years ago Waggy and Dr. Cullen, 
a neighbor, were hunting in Arkansas. 
They were staying in a small village 
named Marked Tree. It got its rather 
unusual title from the fact that one of 
the trees bore .strange hieroglyphics o± 
an extinct race. The small -village is 
surrounded by many mounds of re- 
markable snakelike contour. During 
their stay somi; northern scientists vis- 
ited the mounds and began explora- 
tions, finding many trinkets." Going 
deeper they found bonesof humans and 
trinkets which had been buried with 
them. In one of the hermetically sealed 
receptacles, which was evidently the

He was surprised when tiny blades shot 
up through the ground. The corn grew 
inarvelously fast, and as it developed it

A STATE NATIONAL BANK. 


The Nevada Bank and Satbei- Bank 


of San Francisco are .to become Na- 
tional banks on January 1,1897. It is 
expected that Congress at the next 
session will grant farther privileges to 
National banks, lience many banks now 
conducted under State laws intend to 
become National institutions. 


It is suggested that the State engage 


in the National banking onsiness. It 
has $6iO,000 in United States bonds in 
the vaults of the State Treasury. By 
depositing theise bonds with the Comp- 
troller of the Currency at Washington 
and gatting a charter as a National 
bank it will get 90 percent of the value 
of the bonds in National bank notes. 
These notes the State can loan on good 
security at the current rate of interest, 
and at the same time receive from the 
United States 4 per cent interest on 
the bonds, just aa at present. By this 
method it will get double interest on 
the money invested—4 per cent from 
the Government on the bonds and 6, 8 
or 10 per cent interest, as the law may 
provide, on the notes issued by the 
Government to the bank, The bonds 
cannot be taxed for State, county or 
municipal purposes, and as the State 
would receive interest on' the bonds, as 
it does now, and interest on the notes 
issued by the Government to the bank, 
it could afford to loan money at a low 
rate of interest, or, if it charged current 
rates, reduce taxation. 


Of course, legislation will be neces 


sary on the part of the State before it 
can engage in the banking business 
but it has the necessary capital m 
United States bonds and it might as 
well avail itself of the opportunity 
which the general Government affords 
capital to increase its wealth by en- 
gaging in the National banking busi 
ness. 
By incorporating under the 


banking law and depositing $640,000 in 
bonda with the Treasury Department it 
can got 90 per cent tn the fac8 value of 
bonds, that is, $57G,000 in bank notes 
whioh it can loan to residents of tho 
Stalo on good security and make money 
enough to run the Btato Government 


As U ia vary probable that Mr. Eeed's 


Congress, at the ensuing ses&iOD, wil 
endeavor to retire greenback?, so that 
National banks alone can issue papei 
money, and that the banks will receire 
notes up to the full par value of the 
bonds whioh they deposit in the Treas- 
ury, there may be greater inducements 
than these mentioned for the State 
to open a National b^nk.

HOW FLIES WALK; up£ifi£ 


An Eutomolopliit Advance* a 
Stiff 


Theory to Exiilnta tUc Phenomenon. 
In our youtli we were taught that flies 


adhered to the ceiling or to the window 
pane because their feet were provided 
•uith suckers from which they had th.« 
power of exhausting the air, says the 
Hartford Courant. This was disproved 
by the fact that a fly could run up the 
side of an exhausted glass receiver 
when a vacuum under his feet would do 
him no good, even if he had the power 
of creating- it, and by the further fact 
that a microscopic examination showed 
•that lis feet were not provided with 
suckers, but with multitudes of hairs 
from which .exuded a fluid in minute 
drops. It was then suggested that this 
fluid •was viscous or gummy, so thntthe 
fly adhered by a sort of mucilage, This, 
too, was disproved, as itnvasshown that 
the fluid possessed no adhesive proper- 
ties, By a series of careful experiments, 
detailed in Our Animal Friends Dr. 
Drerhold proves that capillary attrac- 
tion, the adhesion of water to a sur- 
face, is enough to support a fly even if 
he were 50 per cent, heavier than he is. 
The hairs give out an infinitesimal drop 
of water, and as there are a great num- 
ber of them the fly is enabled to hang 
on the ceiling and to tickle any sensi- 
tive surface, on which he alights in a 
highly scientific manner.

Alaska is a most difficult country for 


traveling, even in the only available 
short season of its arctic summer, there 
being no roads; and even ladian trails, 
on account of the small number of na- 
tives, are very rare, says Outing. The 
surface is rough, being traversed by 
many ranges of mountains. 
Even in 


the more level portions travel is hin- 
dered in the summer by the wet BIOS s 
w-hich grows knee deep, aud by the 
insect pests; in the winter it is made 
impossible by the intense cold, In view 
of all these difficulties, the peculiar re- 
lation of the Yukon rher to the coast 
is such that one might fancy nature 
had arranged it especially for a high- 
way through this inaccessible interior, 
in partial compensation to man foi the 
obstacles she has put in Ms way.

miles of the sea, just on the northern or 
inland bide of a range of mountain?

changing its mind, turns v.-est; 
and 


flnallj, after traversing t he whole Mid th 
of Alaska, arrnes at the Behrmg sea, 
its entire -course being- considerably 
over 2,000 miles. Tor a considerable 
distance it is a broad aud deep stream, 
so that one may go quite through the 
center o* Alaska, from =ea to sea, by 
crossing' only 30 miles or so ot land.

Capt. Chandler, who commands the ves- 
sel, stated that there are millions of 
the insects still on board, and he 
thought the cargo must have come from 
the vicinity of rmt lulls, for -nhich Ja- 
maica is noted

Dcea» of Valor in War Kept In Re- 


membrance. 


The military revival of Japan, which 


began with the conquest of China, 
showed itself in the various ways the 
great industries of the country cele- 
brated the heroic incidents and victories 
of the war, says Atlantic. 
The toy- 


makers sent out legions of mechanical 
toys representing the flight of Chinese 
soldiers, the storming oi Port Arthur 
and the fight of ihc Japanese flagship 
with the enemy's ironclads. 


Artists commemoratedi the nation's 


triumphs in porcelain, me tal work and 
lacquer ware. 
Designers portrayed 


them on the dresses of men, women 
and children. Tobacco pouches, sleeve 
buttons, hairpins, combs and even chop- 
sticks were covered vuth representa- 
tions that expressed the war spirit 


Bundles of toothpicks in tiny cases 


were offered for sale, each toothpick 
hcrting engraved upon it, in micro- 
scopic text, a different poem about the 
war. 


Gallant deeds were dramatized. The 


fatal courage of a Japanese soldier who 
scaled a rampart and opened a fortress 
gate to his comrades; the heroism of 
14 troopers vtho held their own against 
300 infantry; the successful charge of 
unarmed coolies upon a Chinese bat- 
talion were reproduced before thou- 
sands of spectators. Mr. Hearn men- 
tions one incident whose realistic por- 
trayal must have thrilled the audience 
— the death of the bugler, Shirakami 
Genjiro. 


At the battle of Song-Hwan this Jap- 


anese bugler was ordered to sound the 
;harge. He had sounded it once when

his lungs, 


throwing him down. 
His comrades 


tried to take the bugle away, seeing 
his wound was fatal. He wrested it 
from them, lifted it again to his lips, 
sounded the charge once more with all 
his strength and fell back dead.

They listen whilo, he talks and 
watch while.he demonstra'tes the work-, 
ings of the air brake. Hi,-1 classes are 
usually held from nine till eleven o'clock 
in the morning and from sc-'en till nine 
o'clock at night, "so that he can have for 
pupils the railroad men v;b-9 have'rev 
cently come in off their.runs.

taught, 
From 15 to 25 pupils \vill 


crowd into t-lie small space on the side 
of the middle of the room not occupied 
by apparatus, The professor is usually 
in his shirt sleeves and bareheaded, for 
the atmosphere in the room is always 
from 90 to 110 degrees, made so by the 
steam boiler. The professor has only 
one book, and while he is delivering-his 
lectures and talking about the possibili- 
ties as well as the troubles of the air 
brake 'ho keeps this book in the hip 
pocket of his trousers. After his lec- 
ture is over he takes it out, and it is then 
found to be only a small blank book. 
In this he writes the names of the mem- 
bers of the class before him. He will 
then question the pupils, and jots down 
opposite each name the percentage of 
correct answers given. Any 'who fall 
below a certain mark have to come 
back to school for another lesson. Some- 
times it takes three or four lessons 
to teach a inan the principles of the 
air brake; sometimes a man will thor- 
oughly understand the intricacies of 
the system at onei lesson;
